Now
they get §5,000 and find themselves poorer
than their forefathers were at $1,500.
Prices were never 8o dear in Washington as
they are now. A Oongressman cannot get
a respectable 10-room house for less than
$100 & month, and market prices have
doubled since the beginning of the last
Congress.
